Shuttle was delayed 25 minutes on 4/3 at the 5249 W. Century Blvd. stop caused by finding an 
alternate driver. Ocean Express Shuttle was also delayed on 4/21 for approximately 9 minutes 
at the Manhattan Beach Pier due to heavy traffic. 

The previously designated stop at Plaza El Segundo was discontinued on March 16.
